His Recall Has Not Been 
Contemplated. 


Blaine and Montt Say There Need be 
no Apprehension of War. 


Stories of Nitrate Contracts Resur- 


rected by an Englishman. 


Another Cruiser Ordered to Chile—Secre- 
tary Tracy’s Instructions to Ad- 
miral McCann Made Public— 

To Take No Sides. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is authoritatively 
stated that no complaint has been re- 
ceived by the State Department from 


‘the Chilean government of the conduct 


of Mr. Egan, and that his recall has not 
been considered by the President or Sec- 
retary of State. 

The flagging interest in Chilean af- 
fairs was revived this mérning by a visit 
of Sefior Pedro Montt tothe Navy De- 
partment. He remained with Secretary 
Tracy for an‘hour. Meanwhile messen- 
gers had been sent tothe Department 
of State. They reported that Secretary 
Blaine was withthe President at the 
White House. After his conference 
with the President Secretary Blaine 
returned to the State Department and 
Tracy and Montt had a conference with 
him. 

There is reasonto believe that Sefior 
Montt’s visit had reference to the in- 
quiry now being made at Valparaiso 
into the assault upon the Baltimore's 
sailors, and that in behalf of the Chil- 
ean government he sought to secure the 
testimony of American sailors as con- 
tained in the report to Capt. Schley of 
the board of officers. As-the Chilean 
inquiry is being conducted in secrecy, 
and as Capt. Schley is not _per- 
mitted to have one of his officers 
present during the examination of the 
arrested American sailors, the United 
States Government felt bound to de- 
cline to permit ‘its sailors to give 
further testimony. If, however, the 
conduct of the investigation is changed 
and the proceedings are made public to 
the world, Capt. Schley will allow testi- 
mony to be taken by Chilean authorities 
aboard his vessel or will send his sail- 
ors ashore to testify. 

Secretary Blaine said there is no war- 
rant for sensational warlike dispatches 
at this time. The United States Gov- 
ernment requested an investigation of 
the assault upon the Baltimore sailors. 


| The investigation is being made and 


nothing could be done until the results 
were known. Hesaw no reason for any 
apprehension in the mind of the Ameri- 
can public. | 

Senor Montt will leave Washington 
tonight for New Orleans to be gone un- 
til next*week. He declined this after- 
noon tosay anything respecting his 
visit tothe State and Navy departments, 
but expressed the belief that matters 
are progressing statisfactorily and 
again deprecated the publication of 
sensational and trouble-breeding stories. 


FROM VALPARAISO. 


Conflicting Reports as to the Popular Pulse 
in Chile. 

VaLpaRaiso, Nov. 2.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Liberal caucus to 
nominate a President will be held 
Wednesday. The choice is considered 
to lie between Jorge Montt, Barrios 
Luco and Altimarino, with the chances 
in favor of Montt. Congress meets 
Friday. Itis understood thata question 
to be considered will be the disposal of 
the refugees. 

Chileans are constantly discriminat- 
ing against Americans. The same 
judge that investigated the attack on 
the American sailors investigated at 
the same time the stabbing of a German 
sailor by a Chilean sailor. The case 
was parallel with the attack on the 
American sailors. A German officer 
was permitted to be present at the trial, 
while the trial of the Americans was 
secret, the Judge refusing to permit an 
American officer to be present, Hatred 
of Americans continues to be expressed 
everywhere. 

Lonvon, Nov. 2.—A dispatch from 
Valparaiso says: ‘‘Excitement over 
the Baltimore’ incident is subsiding. 
The presidency of the republic has been 
offered to Jorge Montt. Congress 
reopened November 16. The bulk of 
political prisoners have been released. 
The government is disposed to satisfy 
the legitimate claims miade by for- 
eigners for losses suffered during the 
revolution.”’ 

The Morning Post’s Berlin dispatch 
says: ‘'The Chilean legation here has 
received news pointing to a speedy set- 
tlement of the difficulty between Chile 
and the United States.’’ 


FIRST ORDERS TO THE FLEET. 


Every Precaution Taken Not to Give Chile- 
ans Offense. 


WasHINGTON, Oct. 2.—-[By the Asso-, 


ciated -Rress.] The following are the 
instructions issued by Secretary Tracy 
to the squadron on the coast of Chile at 
the beginningof the Chilean disturb- 
ance. Secretary Tracy says: no 
single instance have the ‘instructions 
been departed from. They prove con- 
clusively that the charges of partiality 
made by English newspapers are un- 
truths, invented to prejudice Chileans 
against the United States for commer- 
cial pur-poses. 
_ NAVY DEPARTMENT, 
WASHINGTON, March 26, 1891. 

Sir: When the United States flagship 
‘San Francisco is ready for sea you wil! pro- 
‘ceed with her to the waters of Chile, South 
America, relieve Rear Admiral McCann and 
protect American interests. The duty im- 
posed calls for the exercise of great discre- 
tion. . Owing to the stoppage of communli- 


cation the department is without authentic 
a> LADIES—GET YOUR STAMPING | 


details in reference to the condition of af- 
fairs, and vouwill therefore be compelled 
to rely chiefly upon your own judgment in 


‘the execution of its orders. 


The Chilean Minister at Washington has 
sent the following to the Department of 
State ; 

regretto inform you ofa revolt of a 
division of the’navy of Chile in Valparaiso 
on the 7thofthismqnth. The government 


has declared the revolted squadron out. 
lawed, and instructs meto inform you that 
it is not answerable for the acts of the reb- 
elsin regard to foreigners." 

On March 4 the department sent 
Rear Admiral McCann the following: 

Insurgent vessels, althought outlawed by 
the Chilean government, are not pirates 
unless committing acts of piracy. Observe 
Strict neutrality. Take no part in the 
troubles further than to protect American 
interests. Take whatever measures neces- 
sary to prevent injury by insurgent ves- 
sels tothe lives or property of American 
citizens, including the American telegraph 
cables. Endeavor to delay bombardment 
by the insurgents until American citizens 
and property are removed. Use force, if 
neccessary, only as a last resort and when 
serious injury is threatened. American 
vessels seized without satisfactory compen- 
sation, are Hable to be recovered forcibly, 
but you should investigate the matter fully 
before taking extreme measures. AS a 
further guide you are directed: 


shall be in the nature of assistance to either 
party or from which sympathy with either 
party may be inferred. 

Second—lIn reference to ships which have 
been declared outlawed by the Chilean gov- 
ernment, if such ships attempt to commit 
injuries or depredations upon the persons 
or property of Americans, interfere to 
whatever extent is necessary to prevent 
such acts. You must not interfere except 
for the protection of the lives or property 
of Americans. 

Third—Property belonging to Americans 
seized by the insurgents, for which no just 
satisfaction is rendered, is liable to forcible 
recovery, but use force only as a last re- 
sort. 

Fourth—Should the bombardment of 
any place, by which American interests 
would be endangered, be threatened or at- 
tempted, you will require them to refrain 
from bombardment until American lives 
and property are placed in safety. If 
necessary enforce this demand. 

Fifth—In reference to granting asylum, 
your ships will not of course be made a 
refuge fo¥-eriminals. In case of persons 
other than criminals, they will afford shel- 
ter wherever it may be neededto Amert- 
cans first of all and to others, including po- 
litical refugees, as far as the claims of 
humanity may require, and the service upon 
which you are engaged will permit. The 
obligation to afford political refugees an 
asylum isin general pure humanity. It 
should not be continued beyond the urgent 
necessities of the situation and in no case 
become a means whereby the plans of the 
contending factions could be facilitated. 
You are not to encourage such refugees to. 
come on board, but should they apply to 
you, your action will be governed by con- 
siderations of humanity and the exigencies 
of the service on which you are engaged. 
[Here follows detailed instructions as what 
may be construed piracy, The U.S.S. 
Baltimore now en route to the Pacific is as- 
signed to duty on the station under your 
command. 

The instructions were signed by Sec: 
retary Tracy February 22. Admiral 
McCann issued a strong proclamation of 
neutrality, in which he warned officers 
and men to be most guarded in conver- 
sation with outsiders regarding Chilean 
affairs. | 


CHILE'S PARTISANS. 

Still Harping About Admiral Brown's 

Treatment of the. Insurgents. 
Youk,, Noy. .2,—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.| W.R. Stern has been for 
five years manager at Valparaiso fora 
firm of Chilean merchants in this city, 
and his business has brought him in 
contact with the leading men in polit- 
ical and business circles in the southern 
repubiic. Stern is now in this city. 
He left Valparaiso four days before the 
riot in which the Baltimore sailors were 

involved. 

‘‘To understand their exact feelings 
just now,’’ said Stern, ‘‘it must be re- 
membered that the governing and infiu- 
ential class of Chilean people are as 
well educated, cultivated and shrewd 
as Americans. They have’ clear com- 
+ prehension of the extent and power of 
the United States, and know just as 
well as we do what would be suicidal 
for them in points of governmental 
policy. The Chilean masses are igno- 
rant, but they have no influence or hand 
in affairs. A little time and consider- 
ation among such able men as the 
Chilean leaders results usually in calm 
and good judgment. The final Chilean 
| action in the premises, J predict, will 
be dignified and reasonable. The pop- 
ular and sadly-mistaken American feel- 
ing that Chileans are an inferior lot of 
men is responsible for so much talk of 
warinthis.country. I think it wili all 
blow over. 

‘“‘There are three recent events which 
have combined to incite Chilean indig- 
nation against Americans. Admiral 
Brown’s operation when the insurgents 
landed at Quintero aroused the whole 


people. Quintero is forty miles from 
Valparaiso. Onthe day of the landing 


the San Brancisco, commanded by Ad- 
miral Brown, was in Valparaiso Bay 
and the Esmeralda and Cochrane, ves- 
sels of the insurgents, were there. The 
San Francisco suddenly steamed toward 
Quintero and refused to answer the 
signals of the Esmeralda which passed 
‘by four times. Admiral Brown ran 
close to the insurgents’ landing-place 
cand cruised about. gaining complete 
knowledge of the strength of the in 
surgents. After gaining complete in- 
formation the San Francisco steamed 
-at once for Valparaiso, Upon arriving 
an officer was sent ashore who went im- 
mediately to Balmaceda’s palace. 


That night the Valparaiso papers 
came out with complete infor- 
mation of the strength of thé 


surgents, rnin. it to the United 
States man-of-war. his made things 
so hot for Admiral Brown that four. 
weeks later when the insurgents were 
in control, he explained that the officer 
in visiting the palace had given no in- 
formation, but as all cable messages 
had to be read by the government be- 
fore being sent, his visit was for that 
purpose, and in checking this message 
to Washington the government got the 
information. But that explanation did 
not satisfy the people. If Admiral 
Brown did give @ut information so ob- 
tained and apprise Balmaceda of what

just was coming, he ought to be dismissed 
fromthe service. Perhaps his explana- 
tion is correct, but it can readily be 
seen how no explanation could dissipate 
the intense prejudice aroused."’ 

DeNvER, Nov. 2.—A San Francisco 
special to the News saysthat W. D. Cot- 
ton, an old resident of that city, who 
was Chilean counsel there, makes some 
sensational ‘statements over his own 
signature. He makes every effort to | 
defend the Chilean government, and 
says: ‘There is evidently much more 
noise being made over this matter than 
the facts justify. In Chile these affairs 
are being discussed in a calm and 
thorough manner. Chile does not see 
trouble with the United States. but 
merely insists that this so-called serious 
affair needs to be throughly investigated 
before any reply can be given to the 
dispatches sent by the State Depart- 
ment. If Chile is wrong she wi}! so ad- 


hastened any more than would the 
United States under similar circum- 
stances. Chile is naturally hurt that 
so great a nation as this should have 
shown so great hostility: during all the 
trouble. In fact, the whole action of 
the United States for years has “been 
against Chile. while the latter has al- 
Ways done everything to harbor kindly 
feelings, newspaper articles to the con? 
trary notwithstanding. 

**THe writer knows fora fact that Min- 
ister Egan was a strong partisan of Bal- 
maceda. This Government is undoubt- 
edly responsible for the loss of many 
lives inChile. Had not the Itata been 
forced to réturn tothis country the war 
in Chile would have ended long ago. 
This Government is wrong and if the 
question were left to a popular vote it 
would be almost unanimous in favor of 
Chile.’’ 


A BRITISHER’'S YARN. 
Nitrate Contracts and ‘Corrupt Doings 

Charged Against American Officials. 

Lonpon, Nov. 2.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Times Valparaiso 
correspondent thinks he has solved the 
problem'why the United States, contrary 
to national traditions, should have sup- 
ported the cause of despotism in Chile. 
Regarding the statement that Minister 
Egan sought to negotiate a reciprocity 
treaty with Balmaceda, he asks: 
‘What kind of a treaty could it have 
been to occupy them at such a critical 
moment, especially as under the Me- 
Kinley act exportations of only a few 
American articles could benefit there- 
by.’’ The correspondent proceeds: 

The United States Admirals have not dts- 
played the diplomatic talent of the French 
Adngiral Gervias. McCann ‘gave Egan 
away by supplying the Congressional Gov- 
ecniment with acopy of Egan's letters, and 
Brown had shown the greatest imprudence, 
while Gherardi exposed the State Depart- 
ment at Washington to ignominious defeat 
and damning publicity at Haytiby declaring 
Hippolyte bound to fulfill verbal promises 
and cede St. Nicholas tothe United States 
for a naval station. Part af the bargain 
was aid to be given to Hippolyte to over- 
throw Legitime. Minister Douglass sup- 
plemented this by declaring that object for 
which the new fieet of the United States 
was named, equipped and supported by the 
American Nation, appeared to be in order 
to overthrow one governmentina friendly 
State and erect another willing to séll its 
birthright andindependence to the United 
States. He added that there was an agent 
of a New York business house who ap- 
peared more fully initiated into the secrets 
ef the State Department than he 


was. 
Practically the -policy . adopted by 
the United States toward  Hayti 


was identical with that followed in the case 
of Chile. The discussion of the treaty was 
proceeding secretly, and Balmaceda was in- 
tending to imitate Hippolyte and deny ver- 
bal promises, if it suited him, meanwhile 
Securing Ameri¢éan support. Both Egan 
and Blaine well knewthat the Congressional 
government would scorn to entertain such 
a treaty, so they recognized that the Amer- 
ican fleet must needs be prostituted to the 
defense of despotism against liberty. 
Worse even than in the case of Hayti 
have been the private interests which this 
policy was intended to serve. Egan is 
openly accused of having made enormous 
contracts with Balmaceda, while Egan's 
son openly states that he, not his father. 
was the contractor. Comment is unneces- 
sary. Inorderthat the magnitude of this 
infraction of international comity may be 
clearly shown to the civilized world, it must 
be borne in mind that after the. failure 
to carry out the dictator's official 
order to destroy by fire the great 
foreign interests in the nitrate field, owing 
to the capture of Tarapaca by the Congres. 
sionalists, Balmaceda endeavored to ob. 
tainaloan from the United States upon 
the security.of the nitrate fields. This was 
an attempt at gigantic robbery, in which 
the private American interests, so crudely 
exposed by Mr. Douglass, would partici- 
pate. Where those private interests would 


+ begin andend, the American Nation can 


best judge. Had Balmaceda performed 
his part in the nafarious pro- 
ject, the United States would have 
dust thrown in her eyes by the acquisition 
of a naval stationin the Pacific. This 
would serve as a blindto the private and 
darker side of the picture. Other civilized 
nations are supremely interested iu know- 
ing whether the people of the United States 
approve the application of its new and for- 
midable navy to the support of this anarch- 
ical policy. 

It will be remembered that a supposed 
drunken sailor, believed to be Balmaceda 
was hustled on board the Admiral’s flag- 
ship. “As American bluejacket uniforms 
do not strew the streets of Valparaiso, [, 
haveinvestigated the matter and learned 
on good authority that the largest sailor's 
uniform on the flagship was previously 
selected and sent ashore and itt this dis- 
guise Vidaurren, a Balmacedist officer, who 
wasiinplicated in thecold blooded massacre 
of Chilean students at Locanas, was enabled 
to escape. I understand that Admiral 
Brown has since expressed regret that he 
saved Vidaurren, butitis generally believed 
his regret proceeds from the fact that he 
intended saving by means of the big uni- 
form Balmaceda himself, whose height was 
exceptional.

LEWIS THE LIGHT. 


Severely Reprimanded Yesterday 
by Smith. 
The Rebuke fread Out by an In- 
sulting Letter, 
Escaped ‘Punishment Because of His 
Mental Condition. 


Decision in the Matter of the Sasand Ea- 
tate — Jearine Elisetche Awarded’, 
Damages for Her Injured 
Affections-Court Notes. 


After Judge Smith had disposed of the 
few matters on his calendar, yesterday 
morning, he caused somewhat of a sen- 
sation among the officers and loungers 
present by sternly addressing Lewis B. 
Greenslade, alias ‘Lewis the Light,"’ 
who occupied a prominent seat at the 
bar, and commanding himto stand up 
the Court, extending a piece of paper, 
then demanded whether or not Green- 
slade was the author of its contents. 

Greenslade acknowledged that he 
was, and explained why he had ad- 
dressed the court through the medium 
of paper and ink. When his child was 
taken from him last week and given to 
a guardian, he said he understood that 
at any time he could apply to the court 
for possession of her. He avas about to 
make a speech, when he was cut off by 
the Court, who sternly said that he had 
certainly misunderstood the order of 
the court, asno such ruling had been 

made. Furthermore, the note addressed 
to the Court was insolent and imperti- 
nent. The Court was inclined to be 
charitable to Greenslade in considera- 
tion of his present mental condition, 
but if he again addressed the Court in 
such a manner he would certainly be 
punished for contempt. If at any time 
Greenslade wished to gain possession of 
the little girl he must pursue the usual 
course and apply in regular form. 
‘Lewis the Light’’ was not allowed to 
complete his speech, and was ordered 
to take his seat, whereupon he left the 
courtroom in great indignation. 

THE HELLMAN EXAMINATION, 

The preliminary examination into the 
case against Marco Hellman, charged 
with having embezzled “@1184, was re- 
sumed by Justice Stanton yesterday in 
the Township Court. 

Harry H. Smith, the complainant, was 


| cross-examined by the defendant's coun- 


sel for about an hour in the morning, 
and he was followed by W. F. Clark, 
confidential clerk of the firm of Cotton, 
Bell, & Co., of San Francisco. He tes- 


tified to the effect that he came to Los 


Angeles to examine into the accounts 
of the defendant on the strength ofa 
letter received from Meyberg Bros., 
who were on Mr. Hellman’s bonds, stat- 
ing that they desired to withdraw 
therefrom. Upon looking over the 
books he found that thete was in the 
neighborhood of 21100 due his firm on 
premiums about the Ist of September. 
He asked the defendant for his bank 
book, but upon going to the Farmers 
and Merchants’ Bank learned that not 
only had-the money been drawn ont, but 
that there was an overdraft of $500. 
The defendant owned up to using the 
money, but claimed that he could make 
it good. The witness also ‘testified as 
to some conversations held with the 
Meybergs in relation to defendant's 
standing. 

During the afternoon session the wit- 
ness Smith,was recalled for further ex- 
amination, and M. Meyberg was briefly 
examined on one or two minor points. 
The case was then continued until Wed- 
nesday morning. 

THE SUSAND ESTATE, 

In the matter of the estate of O. L. 
Susand, Judge Clark yesterday rendered 
his decision on the objections and ex- 
ceptions filed by certain creditors to 
certain items in the administrator's ac- 
counts. The objections to the items of 
$750 rent and £3018.20 expenses are 
overruled, but those to the items of the 
administrator’s commission, attorney's 
fees to S. M. White, Esq., and A. B. 
Lawson's claim for $621 for detective’s 
services in securing evidence, are sus- 
tained for various reasons contained in 
an opinion filed therein. 

AWARDED DAMAGES.

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of. the regular monthly 
reports of the following city officials 
were received and referred to the City 
Auditor. | 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

That of the City Tax and License Col- 
lector showing the collection of 
licenses for the month of October last 
tobe $13,541.50 and $80 for dog | 
licenses. 

That ofthe Clerk of the Police 
Court showing the collection of $1653 
in fees and fines during October last. 

( That of the Water Overseer showing 
‘the sales of water for October last, 
amounting to $938.50. 

That of the City Tax and License Col- 
lector’ showing collection’ of 
$13.50 upon delinquent licenses for 
September last. 

That of the same official showing the 
collection of $160,160.52 as taxes up’ 
to the present date for the fiscal year 
1891-92. 

The petition of the same official ask- 
ing to be allowed six extra deputies as 
collectors during the current month 
was granted; the City Attorney directed 
to prepare the necessary ordinance 
therefor. 

The, reports of the City Auditor 
showing the condition of the funds for 
the week ending October 31, for the 
month of October, and for the past six- 
teen months, were referred to the 
Financial Committee. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS ORDERED.

The 
committee seem to be well aware that it 
would be unjust to put the brunt of the

community would reap most of the benefit. 
They also appreciate the difficulties that lle 
in the way of extending the city limits, and 
as a prellminary step have appointed a sub- 
committee of locallegal lights and repre- 
sentative citizens to carefully inquire into 
the legal status of the case. A report will 
be submitted at an early date, and then, -it

Throop University opened yesterday with 
a fair number of students enrolled. The 
day was occupied chiefiy with preliminary 
examinations and the proper classification 
of the students. Today class work will be- 
gin in all of the different branches. In view 
of the shortness of the first term, it was 


‘decided to reduce the tuition fee in the pre- 


paratory department from $15 to $10, and 
in the collegiate departments from $20 to 
two-thirds of that amount. These figures 
will apply only to the first term. 

Father Throop has been the recipient of 
many sincere congratulations on the favor- 
able outlook for the institution he has so 
liberally endowed. Pasadena probably will, 
and undoubtedly should, give the University 
most generous support. Aside from all ed- 
ucational advantages, and looking at the 
matter from a purely business stand- 
point, the University will, if it succeeds, be 
of vast benefit to this community. Sup- 
pose that in the course of the next five 


‘years the number of students increase to 


300. Atthe lowest estimate each of these 
students wiil spend $300 -in Pasadenia 
every school year. Here is an income to 
our merchants, boarding:‘house keepers, 
liverymen, etc., of nearly $100,000 a vear. 
More than one populous eastern city 
could be cited which owes its prosperity 
almost enterely to the fact that a large 
educational institution is located in its 
midst. It is spoken of as a college town. 

It remains in alarge measure for Pasa- 
denians to say whether or not the Throop 
University shall flourish, for while it 
depends byno means entirely upon Pasa- 
dena for support, the good will and back- 
ing of the people here will prove. impor- 
tant factors in carrying it onward and 
upward, until itis recognized as one ofthe 
leading institutions in the land. .

SANTA BARBARA. 


More About the ‘Combine’ in the 
Lumber Trade. 


The Prices, It is Claimed, are Kept Very 
Much Higher than They Should 
be—Some Facts and 
Figures. 


[THE TIMES conveys news to Saata Bar- 
bara twenty-four hours ahead of the San 
Francisco papers. The branch office and 
agency is at No. 713 State street, where ad- 
vertisements, orders for the paper and news 
items may be left. } 


It has been patent to the most casual ob- 
‘servér for many months that the prices of 
building material here are very mach 
higher than they should be when the whole- 
sale prices at San Franciscoare considered. 
This observation has special reference to 
the price of rough lumber. 

Santa Barbara, like many placesin South 
ern California has a combine in the lumber 
trade, and that arrangement has been the 
means of keeping building material at least 
one-fourth above what it should be when 
current wholesale prices are considered. 


To be fair with the combine it 
may be said that its theory is 
that whereas most of its present 


stock was purchased when prices were 
high and its numbers, therefore, should be 
entitled to the present prices so they claim, 
not only to compensate them fully for the 
prices formerly paid but also togive recom- 
pense for an investment that has yielded 
small return during a period of great dull- 
ness now happily about at an end. 

But from the purchasers’ standpoint 

these are mere philanthropic and ideal 
theories. The principle of trade is that 
every man takes his chances, so the people 
interested in this topic say, as to the future 
ofthe market. If it goes up, the trader vol- 
untarily lowers his prices: if it goes down 
he should be compelled to lower his prices 
with equal felicity. If this latter feature 
should be disregarded, it is argued, the 
consumer might be on the high grade all 
the time; in other words, a case of all buz- 
zard and no turkey. 
- People desiring to build, and there are a 
large number of them here, want the lum- 
ber combine to say turkey to them; but 
there is no reason to expect this so far as 
known, with those now engaged im the bus- 
iness; so it is rightly supposed that the 
best way out of this pool is to organize.an- 
other lumber company onthe plan that has 
worked so admirably im Ventura county. 
There the new company reduced the price 
from $26 per M. to $21.50, and, notwith- 
standing this cut, it has cleared 30 per 
cent. on its investments. 

Santa Barbarais better situated to handle 
lumber than Ventura; has a better‘wharf 
and better facilities every way; then why 
should the consumer hgre pay $26 per 
1000 when it can be readily shown that at 
$21.50 .a dealer in lumber can clear 30 per 
cent. annually on. his investment? THE 
TIMES correspondent has been shown a let- 
ter from a prominent lumber firm in San 
Francisco (outside of the combine) where 
lumber is quoted as follows: ‘*The price 
of pine lumber delivered at Santa Barbara 
to dealers is $14.50 per 1000 for ordinary 
sizes and lengths.’’ The wharfage, it is 
understood, is $1 on the 1000, making 
$15.50 in the yard as first cost.
